AT STOCKYARDS,

Receipts of About 13,000 
Head May Set New 
Record as Producers 
Rush to Cash in on Re- 
moval of Ceilings. 


One of the heaviest cattle runs 
in the history of National Stock- 
yards was recorded today as ap- 
proximately. 13,000 head poured 
into the market. Prices dropped 
as much as $5 per hundredweight 
under the flood of shipments, but 
in retail markets, despite reduc- 
tions in some stores, beef prices 
generally were still so high that 
many housewives could not afford 
to buy. 

The record for cattle receipts 
here was 12,900 head, established 
on Sept. 16, 1935,-by movement of 
drouth cattle. Observers said to- 
day's flood might set a new rec- 
ord 


Despite efforts to discourage 
“excessive marketing,” producers 
were rushing to cash in on the 
removal of price ceilings, unload- 
ing cattle purchased in recent 
‘weeks as stockers and feeders. 
Most of today’s receipts were in- 
ferior grades. Forty per cent 
were cows, and there were 65 
loads of grass-fed steers. : 

Several thousand head of cattle 
remained unsold today, being 
held in pens at shippers’ expense, 
while shipments continued to 

rin. Trucks waiting to be un- 

ed at the stockyards formed 
a@ line half a mile long at 2 p.m. 

Decision Against bargo. 

Members of the St. Louis Live 
Stock Exchange, meeting to study 
the problem of handling swollen 
receipts, decided against placing 
an embargo on cattle shipments, 
but said they might reconsider to- 
morrow if congestion was not re- 
lieved.

Today's estimate of 13,000 sal- 
able cattle compared to 4213 a 
week ago and 10,160 a year ago. 
Calves numbered 4000, compared 
to 1618 a week ago and 2965 a year 
ago. Hog receipts totaled 5500, 
and observers said shipments 
would have been much heavier if 
available trucks for hauling were 
not filled with cattle. There were 
only 547 hogs on sale a week ago, 
and receipts one year ago were 
4562. Sheep and lambs totaled 5500, 
against 3864 last week and 4168 a 
year ago. )

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 21 (UP) 
—Thomas Jordan, generally con- 
sidered to be the largest individ- 
ual cotton operator in the world, 
admitted today it was the liqui- 
dation of his holdings that forced 
the closing of the New York and 
New Orleans cotton exchanges 
Saturday. . 

Jordan, whose losses were fixed 
at $5,000,000 by a radio commen- 
tator last night, entered the mar- 
ket modestly in January 1941. 
Some observers estimated his to- 
tal holdings before the break as 
high as 400,000 baleg, 


RUSSIA REJECTS U.S, REQUEST 
FOR CHECK ON BULGAR VOTING 


Says Any Allied Intervention 
Would Be “Rue Interference” 
In Internal Affairs, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The tSate Department disclosed 
today that Russia has turned 
thumbs down on an American re- 
quest for Allied intervention to 
insure free elections in Bulgaria. 

Russia took the position that 
intervention.by the Allied control 
commission in that country would 
be “a rude interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of Bulgaria.” 

The State Department made 
public an exchange of correspond- 
ence between Secretary of State 
Byrnes and Kimon Georgiev, 
president of the Bulgarian council 
of ministers, and a letter to Maj. 
Gen. Walter M. Robertson of the 
United States from Col. General 
Byosov, both members of the con- 
trol commission. 


AUTO UNION KEEPS 
AMOUNT OF PAY 
RISE DEMAND OPEN 


Asserts Definite Figure 
Now Would Be Upn- 
sound in View of Spiral- 
ing Cost of Living. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The CIO United Auto Workers to- 
day planned a new wage drive, 
but exact demands were left for 
settlement over the bargaining 
tables. 

Concluding a three-day confer- 
encea yesterday, UAW’s executive 
board limited itself to announcing 
it would seek “substantial wage 
adjustments.” 

UAW President Walter Reuther 
said that, although the board 
originally planned to name a spe- 
cific figure to be presented to 
Chrysler Corp. this week, it was 
decided that, in view of spiraling 
cost-of-living figures, this would 
be “unsound.” 

“The rise will be fast in the next 
30 to 60 days, so it would not be 
logical to set any definite wage 
increase figure,” Reuther said. 

(The United Press safd the VAW 
indicated it might ask for a §$2- 
a-day rise before the 1947 con- 
tracts were signed, This tentative 
figure is based on the union satate- 
ment that the cost of living has 
increased 12% per cent since last 
January, and the prediction it 
will rise 20 to 25 per cent above 
Jast January by December. Fig- 
ured on the average hourly rate 
of the Chrysler Corp., this would 
require a wage increase of 26 to 
33 cents an hour, or slightly more 
than $2 a day).’ 

Other Reopenings Planned, 


The board said it would seek 
new contracts with all employers 
whose agreements have reopen- 
ing clauses. This would include 
only about half of UAW’s 800,000 
members, but Reuther said he an- 
ticipated no difficulty in extend: 
ing to all members any gains re- 
ceived. 

Of the Big Three quto makers, 
Chrysler is the only company with 
a contract containing a reopening 
clause. Contracts with General 
Motors and Ford expire next 
spring. 

The union said it would “make 
every effort across the bargaining 
table with management to arrive 
at an agreement on a wage in- 
crease adequate to meet the needs 
of the workers and the nation.”

AIRLINE TIED UP 
1400 PILOTS OUT 
IN FIRST STRIKE 


Trans World Cancels 90 
Domestic or Ocean 
Flights — 3000 Passen- 
gers Stranded or Shift- 
ed to Other Systems.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
A «strike by pilots—first of its 
kind in commercial aviation— 
halted all flights today by Trans 
World Airlines planes in the Unit- 
ed States and across the Atlantic. 

The surprise walkout grew out 
of a months-long dispute over 
higher wages for the company’s 
1400 pilots and co-pilots. Esti- 
mates of current earnings varied. 
Strike leaders calculated pay at

airlines negotiating committee said 
it ranged up to $12,598 annually 
under a complicated formula. 

Shortly after the strike began 
at 4:59 a.m., the company can- 
celed more than 90 scheduled 
flights for a 24-hour period and 
announced the cancellation will be 
extended each day unless the 
strike ends. é 

The company estimated that 
3000 passengers booked on 
grounded planes were stranded or 
diverted to trains and other air- 
lines. Approximately 25 tons of 
mail likewise was shifted to other 
transportation, Among those 
grounded was the Indian delega- 
tion to the United Nations As- 
sembly. T.W.A. reported it was 
making efforts to get them aboard 
other planes from Shannon, Eire, 
to New York, | 

Only one Alrline Affected. 

T.W.A., the nation’s fourth 
largest air carrier, was the only 
airline affected by the atrike 
which David L. Behncke, head of 
the «AFL Airline Pilots Associa- 
tion, described as a “last recourse” 
in the prolonged wage dispute. 

T.W.A. President Jack Frye 
told a press confertnce that he 
believed Government seizure 
“should occur if this (strike) goes 
along very far because vf the im- 
portant work T.W.A, is doing.” 

Picket lines appeared at the 
company's shops and administra- 
tion building in Kansas City, Mo., 
but there was no similar action in 
other cities.

Arbitration Agreement 
Ends Tie-up — Paper 
Estimates Strike Cost to 
City in Business, Wages 
at $300,000,000. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. Oct. 21 
(AP)—Striking workers were re- 
turning to their jobs today, ending 


a costly 27-day electric power tie- 
up after voting to submit their 


demands for a 20 per cent wage 
increase and other issues to arbi- 
tration. 

Hundreds of industrial plants 
resumed work at full speed to 
make up for lost production. 
Streetcar transportation was nor- 
mal again and bus line operations 
almost normal, 

For the first time in nearly 
four weeks, the Duquesne Light 
Co, announced that the 1,500,000 
persons in the affected area could 
use all the electricity they wished. 
The current was voluntarily ra- 
tioned in the strike. 

Repair Work Begins. 

The company started making re- 
pairs that were let slide in the 
strike, It announced that all the 
arc lamps in downtown  Pitts- 
burgh, which burned out, would 
be lit again within 24 to 48 hours. 
However, it will take probably a 
week to replace 7000 to 8000 in- 
candescent lamps which burned 
out in suburban areas, a company 
spokesman said, 

The Sun-Telegraph estimated 
the strike cost the steel capital 
“at least $300,000,000” in business 
and wages. 

Conciliation sessions to end a 
21-day-old hotel strike, also cost- 
ing the city considerable business, 
resume today. The eight largest 
hotels here have been’ virtually 
closed, resulting in cancellation of 
a number of conventions. 

The vote to end the power 
strike, taken at a secret meeting 
of the union, was 1197 to 797 in 
favor of arbitrating the dispute. 
The union has a total membership 
of 3200. 

President George L. Mueller of

“Having arrived in New York 
to take part in the work of the 
General Assembly (of the United 
Nations) and the Council of For~ 
eign Ministers, I should like to 
avail myself of the opportunity 
in order to convey on behalf of 
the Government and the people 
of the Soviet Union greetings to 
the Government and people of the 
United States. 

“I am sure that Important tasks 
now before the United Nations 
can be successfully solved and 


come given good-will and the real 
desire to achieve mutual under- 
standing. The delegation of the

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The American Legion will “start 
from scratch” and co-operate with 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, Veterans’ 
Administrator, in carrying out pro- 
grams for veterans, Paul H. Grif- 
fith, new national commander of 
the legion, said today. Bradley 
and John Stelle, former legion com- 
mander, engaged in disputes over 
policies on veterans’ benefits. 

Griffith said there would be no 
personalities in his dealings with 
Bradley and he would “let bygones 
be bygones.” 

A reporter told Griffith that El- 
liott Roosevelt had made a speech 
accusing Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, adviser to Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes at the peace 
conference, of mixing politics in 
foreign affairs, and asked if the 
Legion chief had any comment. 

The Legion, Griffith replied, 
“supports Secretary of State 
Byrnes in foreign policy matters 
and condemns anyone, whether it 
be Elliott Roosevelt or Senator 
Vandenberg, who tries to mix for- 
eign policy in politics.” 

Griffith said he has accepted 
an invitation from Bradley for a 
meeting this week. He declared 
Bradley “has made an honest ef- 
fort to do a good job with the 
Veterans’ Administration,” and 
added: “I don’t think he is satis- 
fied; and I am sure we are not. 
The Legion won't be satisfied un- 
til every disabled man who needs 
hospitalization has it and is prop- 
erly cared for.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
A decision on whether to remove 
ceilings from bread, flour and 
bakery products appeared im- 
minent today, with one Depart- 
ment of Agriculture official re- 
porting that the department had 
“just about” decided that these 
products should be decontroled. 

Separate petitions asking for de- 
control of flour and of bakery 
products have been filed with the 
department. Action was scheduled 
today on the bakery goods peti- 
tion. The department has nearly 
two weeks to act on the flour 
petition. 

The agriculture official said it 
was possible that the bakery gvods 
petition might be denied today, 
with the Government issuing an 
independent decontrol order on its 
own initiative later this week. 
This was the method used in re- 
moving livestock and meat ceil- 


Supply Not Plentiful. 

He explained that to remove the. 
ceilings by petition would require 
a finding that the products are in 
plentiful supply. In view of the 
world situation, it could hardly be 
said that wheat is available in | 
ample supply. Wheat itself is al- 
ready free of ceilings, and shorten- 
ing, a major item to bakers, was 
removed from price control last 
week. 

These two factors, coupled with 

President Truman's call for great- 
er speed in getting rid of OPA 
restraints, were said to be the 
chief reasons behind the pending 
bread-and-flour order. Breakfast 
cereals probably will be affected 
by the order also. 
Officials said there would be no 
immediate end to restrictions bar- 
ring the use of wheat by distillers 
and limiting the distribution of 
flour for domestic consumption to 
8&5 per cent of the amount used 
last year. 

» Rs of flour, bread and other 
goods from price ceilings would 
reduce OPA controls to a small 
share of the average family’s food. 
Cereals make up about 13 per cent 
of the average family budget and 
about 80 per cent of the food bud- 
get ha. been freed from price lids 
previously. 

Auto Line Likely to Hold. 

OPA'’s efforts to hold the line on 
auto prices appear fairly good. 

Four industry-wide rises in the 
last year have increased ceilings 
about 22 per cent above 1942 
prices. An OPA officials said: 
“Most of the major manufactur- 
ers agree with us that automobile 
prices have gone about as high 
under ceilings as they should.” 

He declined to comment on a 
pending General -Aotors request 
for an additional price rise simi- 
lar to that granted the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. several weeks ago under 
terms of a hardship provision of 
the new OPA act. 

The Ford increase amounted to 
about 6 per cent and was in addi- 
tion to the general rises granted 
to offset higher wage and mate- 
rial costs and to restore normal 
profit margins to dealers. 

OPA has refused to say exactly 
how much of a rise G.M. has 
asked for, although the figure of 
$100 an automobile has been men- 
tioned by company executives. 

Government officials have 
stressed that automobiles, along 
with building materials and other 
similarly scarce items, are to be

Janitors Join Picket Line, 
Later Withdrawn, at 
Township High—Build- 
ings Lack Heat. 


The Belleville public elementary 
schools were closed today when 
janitors employed there joined a 
picket line around the Belleville 
Township High school ‘established 
by Local 116, AFL Building Serv- 
ice Employes’ Union, to protest 
against the recent suspension of a 
high school janitor. 

Although the picket line was 
withdrawn before noon today, 
pending a union meeting late this 
afternoon, H. V. Calhoun, super- 


intendent of grade schools, can- 
celed classes because of the lack 
of heat resulting from the walk- 
out of janitors. About 2800 pupils 
are enrolled in the 11 grade 
schools. 

Despite the earlier picket line 
before thé high school, teachers 
and pupils reported as usual and 
classes were* held until 1:15 
o'clock this afternoon. The earlier 
closing hour will be observed ‘un- 
til the strike is ended, Dr. Hal 
Hall, principal of the high 
school, said. 

Curtailment of high school 
classes was made necessary by 
the absence of cafeteria workers, 
Dr. Hall explained. Heating engi- 
neers at the high school, belong- 
ing to a different union from that 
of the janitors, passed the picket 
lines and were accompanied by 
two non-union women janitors. 
The teachers, many of whom be- 
long to the AFL American Fed- 
eration of Teachers, also ignored 
the pickets in reporting today. 
The high school has 1200 pupils 
and an additional 180 students in 
the recently established Junior 
College there. 

Dr. Hall said the janitor, Ar- 
thur Schleicher, had been suspend- 
ed on orders of the Board of Edu- 
cation for insubordination after 
an argument with a teacher over 
the emptying of waste baskets. A

These fig- 
ures are based on the pay pro- 
posals recommended by the fact- 
finding board.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21—The 
current issue of Labor, the week- 
ly newspaper of the 15 standard 
Railroad Brotherhoods, indorses 
the candidacies of Senator Frank 
P, Briggs for the Senate, Repre- 
senative John B. Sullivan, Elev-

3] TWA FLIGHTS 
CANCELED ERE IN 
STRIKE OF PILOTS 


Airline Trying to Obtain 
Other Transportation 
for Those Holding Res- 


ervations. 


TWA offices here early today 
began notifying passengers sched- 
uled to leave St. Louis on 31 
flights that operations had been 
canceled because of the afriine 
pilots’ strike. Another 31 flights 
due here have been canceled. 


The last TWA flight to take off 
from Lambert-St. Louis Field de- 
parted at 7 a.m. It had started in 
New York before 4 o'clock, when 
the strike began, and was permit- 
ted to continue through to the 
west coast, 

An officer of the strike-bound 
airline said passengers holding res- 
ervations for flights leaving here 
up through 4 a.m. tomorrow have 
been informed of the cancella- 
tions. Efforts were being made, 
he said, to obtain transportation 
for them either on other airlines 
or railroads, 

TWA is taking reservations for 
flights departing after 4 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, but is inform- 
ing passengers that resumption of 
operations is contingent on settle- 
ment of the strike. The airline 
hopes to be able to inform pas- 
sengers well in advance of flight 
time whether flights will take off. 

Two flights of the 31 originate 
in St. Louis. They are a flight at 
1:15 p.m. for Kansas City and 
Wichita, and one at 8 p.m. for 
Kansas City and the west coast. 
The remaining 29 are through 
flights. 

In the first hours of the strike, 
officers here reported, there was 
no increase in the number of in- 
coming phone calls at the TWA of- 
fice. They surmised that not many 
persons had learned of the strike 
and said they expected a flood of 
inquiries by telephone later in the 
day.

disability and death, plus mater- 
nity, hospital, surgical and med- 
ical care for the worker and 
his family. 


An adequate retirement pro- 
gram to supplement present ben- 
efits under the Social Security 
Act by providing a lower elig- 
ibility age and by adding to 
benefits now effective at the age 
of 65. 


A guaranteed annual wage. 

The board called on manage- 
ment to join with the union in 
setting up a labor-management 
committee in the auto industry to 
study all possible ways and means 
of stabilizing production to elim- 
inate or minimize seasonal lay- 
offs in order to establish a guar 
anteed annual wage. 


Assails “Unholy Alliance.” 
"The unholy alliance between 
big business and its political 
henchmen in Congress has finally 
achieved the purpose in the com- 
plete destruction of effective con- 


trol of the cost of living,” the 
board statement said. “Under 
these circumstances we have but 
one clear course—to demand a 
wage increase that will provide 
the workers and their families 
with a decent standard of living.” 

The board demanded that the 
Government “take immediate steps 
to stop hoarding and speculation 
in scarce materials, and, if neces- 
sary, operate idle plants to break 
these bottlenecks and _ relieve 
shortages which are seriously de- 
laying the achievement of full 
production and full employment.” 


The union statement maintained 
that, “even at the present low 
level of production, a substantial 
increase in wages can be paid 
without any increase in prices of 
automobiles or replacement parts. 

“Car prices are already out of 
the reach of millions of consum- 
ers who need new cars,” the board 
asserted. 

The board cited cost of living 
figures from the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics to support its wage in- 
crease demand. 


“Total increase in the cost of 
living from January 1941 to Sep- 
tember 1946 has been 50 per cent,” 
the statement said. “An 18%- 
cent wage increase paid to most 
workers in our industry early in 
1946 brought hourly wage rates 
fairly close to the cost of liivng 
increase that had occurred up to 
January 1946 but left workers’ 
take-home pay far below wartime 
levels. 

“However, the wrecking of price 
eontrols by Congress has again 
left wage rates far behind living 
costs, and the disparity existing is 
greater than at any time since 
1941.” 

The board said that the cost of 
living, as measured by the Gov- 
ernment index, already is 12% 
per cent higher than in January, 
1946, and asserted that “authorita- 


tive sources predict that by De- 
cember of this year the cost of 
living will have risen 20 to 25 per 
cent or more above last January. 
Any forecast at this time is neces- 
sarily tentative and will be subject 
to a as negotiations pro- 
ceed.”

TURKEY REJECTS 
SOVIET DEMANDS 
ON DARDANELLES

for revision of the Montreux con- 
vention in line with Russian pro- 
posals regarding the passage 
through the waterway of war and 
merchant ships, the Turkish note 
said: 

“The Turkish Government, while 
maintaining its definite attitude 
concerning points four and five 
in the Russian demands, declares 
it is ready to attend a conference 
uniting Russia, the United States, 
Britain and France, as well as 
other signatories of Montreux, ev- 
cluding Japan, with a view to pro- 
ceed to negotiations for revision 
of the Montreux convention.” 

Points four and five of Russia’s 
second note were those demanding 
joint Russian-Turkish control of 
the straits and sole administra- 
tion by Black Sea powers. 

Reply on Joint Defense. 

Rejecting the demand for joint 
defense, the Turkish reply said: 
“Putting aside consideration of 
the necessity of every country to 
defend itself as it wants against 
any aggression coming from 
abroad, the Turkish Government 
has trouble understanding how, at 
an epoch when all peoples are 
avid for tranquillity and peace and 
have put all their hopes in the 
guarantees of security of the work 
of San Francisco, a proposal ab- 
stracting collective security can 
be compatible with the aims and 
principles of that work. 

“The Turkish Government, there- 
fore, is obliged to reiterate once 
more that the fifth point of the 
Soviet note of Aug. 7 is incompat- 
ible with the unchangeable rights 
of the sovereignty of Turkey and 
with its security, which cannot 
permit any restriction.” 

Replying to the Russian conten- 
tion that the Black Sea is a closed 
sea and, hence, the straits should 
be governed only by nations along 
its shores, Turkey said it could not 
agree. 

“Mediterranean Country, Too.” 

“Undoubtedly Turkey was the 
first power to recognize the vital 
interest that free navigation 
across the straits represents for 
Black Sea powers,” the note stated. 

“Turkey has a clear perception 
of her quality as a Black Sea pow- 
er, but she cannot forget that she 
is a Mediterranean country, too. 
Having a particularly sensitive 
geographic situation in assuring 
liaison between the two worlds 
separated by the restricted space 
of the straits, she is conscious of 
the obligation which this sjtuation 
imposes upon her in regard to the 
two seas that wash her shores. 

“The Turkish Government can- 
not, therefore, consider the ques- 
tion of the Black Sea and straits 
as a problem interesting only 
Black Sea powers.” 


PRAVDA CHARGES 
‘CROOKED TALKS’ 


By EDDY GILMORE 
MOSCOW, Oct. 21 (AP) — The 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda accused United States and 
Turkish diplomats yesterday of 


participating in “extraordinarily 
crooked secret talks” on the fu- 
ture of the Dardanelles. 

An article by David Zaslavsky, 
commenting on a Washington dis- 
patch about Turkey’s second note 
to Russia on administration of 
the waterway to the Black Sea, 
said the “source of this diplomatic 
creation is of Anglo-American or- 
igin, with a copy to Turkey.” 

“After all, where is Turkey and 
where are the straits located?” 
Zaslavsky asked. “We have heard 
of dollar diplomacy and about the 
democracy of the dollar. Maybe 
the geography of the dollar is be- 
ginning to appear, with a new di- 
vision of the continents.” 

Zaslavsky said that the “diplo- 
matic creation” appeared to be a 
translation “of the American lan- 
guage into Turkish,” and added: 
“It is important only that this 
translation expressed all the deli- 
say all the coarseness—of Amer- 
ican speech.” 

The article, headed “Turkish 
Pie with Anglo-American Filling,” 
said the Big Three decided at 
Potsdam that each of their coun- 
tries should hold direct talks with 
Turkey on the revision of the 
Montreux convention governing 
the Dardanelles, He said that 
these talks had not taken place, 
and then commented on what he 
termed under-the-table conversa- 
tions between Turkish and Amer- 
ican diplomats. 

(The United States disclosed 
Oct. 11 that it had informed Rus- 
sia it intended to have a voice 
in control of the Dardanelles, The 
American note said the Potsdam 
agreement did not mean that di- 
rect conversations between Tur- 
key and any member of the Big 
Three “should have the effect of 
prejudicing the participation” of 
the other two powers in a revision 
of the Montreux convention, Brit- 
ain has supported the American 
view.)

not selling. The ceiling price was 
62 cents. 

In many stores, meat prices 
were unchanged from last week- 
end, Lamb loin chops, on which 
the ceiling was 73 cents, were 


marked 98 cents; rib lamb chops, 
61 cents under OPA, were priced 
87 cents; veal cutlets, on which 
the ceiling was 56 cents, sold for 
94 cents; veal chops, formerly 55 
cents, were marked 90 cents; sir- 
loin steak, which cost 53 cents 
when it could be found under 
OPA control, was priced 84 cents, 
and round steak, on which the 
ceiling was 55 cents, sold for 84 
cents. 

At one store displaying these 
prices, there was not a single cus- 
tomer early this morning at the 
meat counter which only a week 
ago was lined three deep with 
eager housewives whenever meat 
was put out. 

Poultry prices were reduced 10 
cents a pound at one large dis- 
tributing center today, with fry- 
ers selling for 40 cents a pound, 
and a further drop was expected 
soon. Eggs were reduced 5 cents 
a dozen, selling for 50 cents. But- 
ter prices of 90 to 94 cents a 
pound remained unchanged at 
most stores. 


On the wholesale market, poul- 


try prices declined 1 to 8 cents, fu 


per pound, and eggs were off 1 to 
2 cents a dozen. But butter went 
up 1% to 2 cents a pound, and 
all grades of cheese were 1 cent 
a pound higher. 

Not only housewives but some 
grocers themselves were rebelling 
against high meat prices. One 
grocer reported he had received 
‘an unordered shipment of 75 
pounds of bacon.

IN SEALSKIN: PRICES 


Sharp Decline From Last 
April at Open Auction at 
Fur Exchange. 


Sealskins were selling at prices 
35 to 40 per cent under those of 
last April, at the open auction 
conducted for the governments of 
the United States and the Union 
of South Africa by the Fouke Fur 


Co, at the International Fur Ex- 
change, Fourth and Market 
streets, today. 

A year ago, at the first auction 
after the end of Government price 
control on the skins, prices in- 
creased by 88 per cent over the 
ceiling prices. Last April, at the 
second sale after the end of price 
control, prices increased by 
another 22.2 per cent. Sealskin 
sales here are a semi-annual event 
and about 95 per cent of the 
world’s catch is represented. 

A total of 30,390 skins were put 
up for sale today, representing the 
catch off Alaska and off the Cape 
of Good Hope. There were 90 bid- 
ders on hand for the sale. Pur- 
chasers had been examining the 
skins since they were put on dis- 
play last Wednesday. 

Sales were being made today at 
the rate of 100 lots an hour. 
Matara brown extra large regular 
skins, in one lot, brought an av- 
erage of about $75.50 each, com- 
pared to a price of $107.30 on a 
similar lot last April. Another lot, 
of large skins of the same grade, 
brought an average of $60.50 each, 
compared to $105.83 last April. A 
lot of medium skins brought 
$54.50 to $65 each, compared to 
$94.60, and small medium, $50, 
compared to $76.18. Lower grade 
skins were priced down at about 
the same ratio. 

Government ceiling prices, aban- 
doned a year ago, ranged from 
$36.60 to $45 a skin. 

Sale officials declined to esfi- 
mate the total receipt of the 
sale. A new gross dollar record 
was set last April when skins 
were auctioned for a total of $2,- 
595,612. This sale’s total will be

ATOM BOMB SECRECY STUDIED 
AT SCIENTISTS’ CONFERENCE 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 21 (AP) 
International scientists, here for 
their first major conferences since 
the war, discussed today whether 
nations have the moral right “to 
toss the cloak of secrecy” around 
such scientific discoveries as the 
atomic bomb and use them in 
war. . | 

Skirting “the political side” of 
the present international situation, 
several agreed in interviews that 
scientists themselves, for the most 
part, are against the keeping of 
scientific secrets. . 

The problems of internationa! 
co-operation in science and the 
present trends and international 
implications of science are key- 
notes of the three-day meeting. 
Delegates came from 25 nations, 
besides the United States, at the 
invitation of the National Aca- 
demy of Sciences. 

Sir Henry Dale, noted British 
physiologist and past president of 


the Royal Society of London, said

the issue of scientific secrecy in- 
volves the greatest problem that 
today’s scientists face.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 21 
(AP)—Republican State Chair- 
man Grover W. Dalton attacked 
Democratic Senator Frank P, 
Briggs today because, Dalton said, 
he had not disavowed “the support 
of the Communist party.” 

Dalton said in a statement that 
Briggs’ congressional record “has 
been approved by the Communist- 
directed Political Action Commit- 
tee. For almost six months now 
Mr. Briggs has not raised his voice 
against the alien agency working 
for him. By his silence the people 
must know that he approves of 
this action.” 

“If Mr, Briggs is embarrassed 
by their support, as any red- 
blooded American should be, he 
ought to say so, and promptly dis- 
avow that support and those sup- 
porters,” Dalton said,

Probate Court 

He has served as Judge of Pro- 
bate Court since 1935. Elected to 
the probate bench in partisan elec- 
tions in 1934 and 1938, he was re- 
tained in office for his third four- 
year term in a nonpolitical elec- 
tion under the new court system 
in 1942. 


He has beén indorsed by the Bar 
Association of St. Louis for reten- 
tion in office. His vote in the pref- 
erential poll was 480 to 114, or 84 
votes in excess of the two-thirds 
majority required for indorse- 
ment. 


Born in Frankfort, Ky., Judge 
Arnold igs 71 years old, married, 
and resides at 5515 Cabanne ave- 
nue. He attended a military insti- 
tute and Washington University 
School of Law. He was active in 
Democratic politics after entering 
the practice of law here in 1901. 
Served as an assistant circuit at- 
torney 1913 and 1914, and was a 
candidate for Circuit Judge the 
latter year. In 1915 he was ap- 
pointed Circuit Judge by Gov, El- 
liott W. Major, serving an unex- 
pired term ending Jan. 1, 1917. He 
Was an unsuccessfu) candidate for 
Judge of the State Supreme Court 
in 1916. Was chairman of Board 
of Election Commissioners from 
May, 1918, to February, 1921. 


With J. Wesley McAfee, former 
Circuit Judge, he represented the 
St. Louis and Missouri Par Asso- 
ciations in the proceedings in 
which Paul Richards was dis- 
barred by the Supreme Court of 
Missouri for his part in the Alex- 
ander Berg kidnaping. Judge Ar- 
nold also prosecuted the proceed- 
ing against Hi Summer, who was 
disbarred by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals. 

On taking the probate office in 
1934 he put several new rules into 
effect to provide additional safe- 
guards for estates under his con- 
trol. He required a closer check 
to make certain that only author- 
ized expenditures were allowed® 
and to stop losses from non-legal 
investments of guardians. He 
ended the Public Administrator’s 
practice of pro-rating the premium 
for his surety bond to estates in 
his care, and required the Public 
Administrator to pay the costs out 
of his fees. 


In 1935 he appeared before a 
committee of the Legislature to 
oppose a group of bills, later 
killed, which would have greatly 
increased the fees of public ad- 
ministrators and their attorneys. 

Although he had been a Roose- 
velt supporter, Judge Arnold 
vigorously opposed the late Presi- 
dent’s plan to pack the United 
States Supreme Court. Speaking 
at a meeting of the Lawyers’ As- 
sociation here in 1937, he declared 
“there is no difference between 
packing a court and packing a 
jury.” He said the question 
should be decided on the basis of 
its merit instead of loyalty to a 
political leader.

Bilbo, who won in the primary, 
is accused of having kept Negroes 
from the polls by his widely pub- 
licized appeals to “all red-blooded 
Anglo-Saxons” of Mississippi to 
resort to any means to keep Ne- 
groes from voting. 

Eliender on Equality. 

Ellender, chosen as a result of 
the seniority system and Southern 
dominance of Congressional com- 
mittees to investigate this charge, 
told the Senate on Feb. 7 of this 
year: 

“If we give the colored people 


. ef this nation political equality it/|. 


will lead to social equality, and 
social equality will lead to degra- 
dation of our race.” ,,. 

Ellender made this statement 
during the month-long filibuster 
early this year in which he, Bilbo 
and others talked Fair Employ- 
ment Practice Commission legis- 
lation to death. 


By “degradation of our race” 
Ellender meant the “mongreliza- 
tion” which Bilbo says will result 

. from intermarriage of whites and 
Negroes. Bilbo has written a book 
about this and says the furor over 
his primary campaign speeches 
has given it helpful publicity. 

On Feb. 6 Ellender had made 
his views on racial matters clearer 
by assuring his colleagues. 


“We (in the South) do not at- 
tempt to hurt the colored man, but 
we simply make him. realize that 

| the white fate is superior to the} 
*colored race in every respect.” 
1000 Signed Petition. 


The charges against Bilbo were 
) brought before the committee by 
Edgar G. Brown, director of the 
National Negro Council, and Dr. 
James L. P. Rumble, of New York, 
chairman of the Citizens National 
League, Inc. Brown presented a 
1000-signature petition asking Bil- 
bo's impeachment. 

The campaign investigating com- 
mittee agreed that the question of 
denying a seat to Bilbo next Janu- 
ary when the Ejightieth Congress 
convenes would be up to the regu- 
lar Senate Privileges and Elec- 
tions Committtee. Nevertheless, it 
decided to send an investigator to 
Mississippi, with the idea that his 
findings would be forwarded to 

' the Privileges and Elections Com- 
mittee. j ( 

That was on Sept. 6. The only 
progress report from the commit- 
tee is that the investigator has 
arrived in Bilboland. The commit- 
tee has not met since Sept. 6, and 
its members are home lodking 
after their own states. 

Later the committee received a 
petition signed by fifty Mississippi 

- voters, accusing Bilbo of having 
“incited” the white population in 
his state to commit acts of “vio- 
lence and intimidation” against 
Negroes who sought to vote in the 
primary. What attention will be 
given the petition has not been re- 

* vealed. 


The Senator commented that 
“only a handful” of Negroes 
were qualified to vote in Missis- 
sippi.

Protection in Dugouts.

bomb, he commented. The degree 
of protection against the instan- 
taneous radiation of high-pene- 
tration rays or later radioactivity 
would depend, among other 
things, on the relative position of 
the dugout and its construction. 
McAuliffe said study showed 
that tanks, artillery and other 
heavy equipment close to the aeri- 
al burst of the first test bomb 
were “practically undamaged.” He 
added:

Evidence Piling Up. 


Reliable intelligence from the 
Balkans is inordinately difficult 
to obtain, but the scraps #f in- 
formation listed above are a small 
sampling of the evidence which ‘is 
piling up. All this evidence sug- 
gests a new phase of the war of 
nerves, of which the objective is 
to extend the bright new world of 
the Soviet Union from the Bal- 
kans to Turkey and Greece and 
beyond, 


It is therefore pertinent to in- 
quire what this bright new world 
is really like. 

The best place to pursue this 
inquiry is Yugoslavia, where the 
bright new world has been brought 
to its fullest flower, outside Rus- 
sia itself. According to those who 
know the new Yugoslavia at first 
hand, the most striking aspect of 
its political system is that every 
man, from the lowliest peasant to 
Marshal Tito himself, is the sys- 
tem’s prisoner. Even in Washing- 
ton, Ambassador Sava Kosano- 
vitch, a non-Communist, is said to 
be closely watched by Col. Zore, 
of the OZNA — Yugoslav secret 
police—and the Communist party’s 
Shime Salin. 

The real rulers of Yugoslavia 
are considered to be: Edward 
Kardelj; the vice premier and lead-

Since his wartime prestige made 
it necessary to assign him the po- 
litical leadership, he is inevitably 
regarded with suspicion. The 
NKVD is reported to have orders 
to watch him closely. 


Tito Not Widely Popular. 


Despite the enormous pressure 
of pro-Tito propaganda, Tito is far 
from widely popular. This is due 
in part to his personal peculiari- 
ties, his Ukrainian accent, his 
Goeringesque uniforms and so on. 
He also reads his speeches, writ- 
ten for him by Piade and Kardelj, 
and for some reason to read a 
speech in Yugoslavia has always 
been a frightful political faux pas, 


But it is the regime itself, and 
the manner in which it affects the 
life of every Yugoslav, which 
really explains Tito’s unpopularity. 
The closeness with which the life 
of the worker in this workers’ 
paradise is controlled is almost 
unimaginable, 


The first instrument of this con- 
trol is the Street Committee, 
which exists in every block in 
every town. After the worker's 
long hours on the job—he is fed 
at work, to prevent him sharing 
his rations with his hungry family 
—he must attend a meeting of his 
Street Committee, He is thoroughly 
grilled, to make certain that he 
is toeing the line. If he has been 
talking to a “reactionary” he must 
have a ready and convincing ex- 
planation of his misconduct, (A 
reactionary may be a man who 
speaks English—an Anglophile - 
wrecker; or a former Rotary Club 
member—a bourgeois spy.) Other- 
wise he will receive “black spots” 
on his characteristica, the per- 
sonal dossier, which he never @ees 
but on which his job and his sa-

Collective bargaining is in its 
infancy in the United States; it 
got its first legal status in the 
Wagner Act in 1935. But the Wag- 
ner Act did not set up machinery 
or methods for making employers 
and employes understand one an- 
other. When labor leaders and 
employer representatives start ne- 
gotiations they know they have 
to talk about wages. Yet, there 
are other things besides wages, 
oftentimes more fundamental and 
more wrath-raising.

Toledo Answers Logsdon 


Robert Logsdon of the St. Louis CIO, who has 
viciously attacked Mayor Kaufmann’s Industrial 
Peace Plan, has been thoroughly answered by his 
own fellow-unionists in Toledo. In that city, a 
similar plan has been conspicuously successful 
in averting or settling disputes between labor 
and management. In fact, Logsdon’s false and 
intemperate charges have been made to look 
ridiculous. The local CIO, which will reconsider 
its rejection of the Mayor’s plan thjs week, will 
be making a grievous mistake if it continues to 
follow Logsdon in this matter rather than Oscar 
Ehrhardt, secretary of the CIO council. 

Richard Gosser of Toledo, executive board 
member of UAW, ought to know what the Toledo 
plan is and how it works. He represents labor 
on that city’s committee. Gosser says Logsdon 
“obviously does not understand the basic prin- 
ciples of the Toledo plan.” He denies Logsdon’s 
insinuation: that a similar plan for St. Louis 
would lead to compulsory arbitration. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, published last 
week, Logsdon showed that he feared the effect 
of public opinion, which would be given a chance 
to operate if the Mayor’s plan is set up. Gosser’s 
answer to this is that ‘“‘no one is afraid of public 
opinion unless he is wrong,” and he adds that 
“if labor is right, public sentiment is with labor. 
We found that, if public opinion supports the 
labor position, industry must agree.” 

William Sturm of the AFL, also a member of 
Toledo’s committee, was less polite in dealing 
with Logsdon. His word for Logsdon’s arguments 
is that they are “idiotic.” Sturm suggested that 
CIO and AFL of St. Louis should send a joint 
committee to Toledo to investigate the results 
of the plan before condemning it. Sturm says: 

Since the plan began to function, strikes 
have been averted, work stoppages have been 
reduced and no strike has lasted longer than 
two weeks. Both labor and management 
have received a fair deal, and I challenge 
anyone to infer that Gosser, myself, or the 
other labor representatives on the commit- 
tee, would lend assistance to a program de- 
signed to beat labor down. 

Another Toledo labor leader, Franz Berlacher, 
would be glad to meet Logsdon in open debate 
on the subject. Berlacher, head of the milk driv- 
ers’ union, says there is not one labor critic of 
the plan in Toledo. He says that Logsdon’s ar- 
guments indicate “that he is either ignorant of 
the facts or a showoff,” and he emphasizes the 
Toledo plan imposes no compulsion either on 
labor or management. 

Logsdon asks this newspaper if it is opposed 
to the United States Conciliation Service. The 
answer is no, decidedly not. It favors all instru- 
ments for industrial peace. But it believes a plan 
like the Mayor’s might often succeed when the 
United States Conciliation Service fails. That 
service was unable to settle the vexing Granite 
City steel strike, which yielded after many months 
to the skillful intervention of Father Leo Brown 
of St. Louis University. Father Brown also was 
instrumental in settling the Monsanto strike, 
where the conciliation service also failed. He 
in all probability would sit on the Mayor’s com- 
mittee. 

Logsdon wonders why the Post-Dispatch does 
not favor more funds for the National Labor Re- 
lations Board, and suggests that this newspaper 
advocate more funds for the Department of La- 
bor to strengthen the United States Conciliation 
Service. The answer is that we do favor ade- 
quate funds for these agencies. But what has 
that to do with the point at issue? 

Logsdon says that “strikes cannot be solved 
by the establishment of committees.” But the 
record in Toledo shows that between June 15 
and Aug. 10 of this year, Toledo’s industrial peace 
committee settled seven strikes and averted three 
others. Does Logsdon care to consult the®record 
or is he content with spinning fantastic accusa- 
tions out of what his fellow-unionists in Toledo 
term his own ignorance? 

Since the Toledo plan was suggested for St. 
Louis, the City of Louisville has gone ahead 
and adopted such a plan for itself on the theory, 
supported by fact, that strikes can be solved by 
the establishment of committees. Yet St. Louis, 
because of the opposition of men like Logsdon 
in the CIO and 165 business agents of the AFL, 
has been denied this vehicle for industrial peace 
—and this at a time when it is desperately needed 
to keep production at full tilt as a safeguard 
against runaway inflation. 

Mayor Kaufmann has asked both CIO and AFL 
to reconsider their rejection of his plan. If they 
fail to do so, if they fail to accept a purely vol- 
untary plan for settlement of disputes, if they 
show themselves unwilling to test their conten- 
tions in the court of public opinion, the labor 
leaders of this community will live to regret it. 
For then upon them will lie responsibility for 
unnecessary work stoppages of the future. 
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Berlin’s Disavowal of Communism 

If Germany goes Communist, it will not be by 
preference. This conclusion seems inescapable 
on reading the returns from Berlin's municipal 
elections, which are based on proportional rep- 
resentation. Notwithstanding Russian contro! of 
the most important sector of the city and Soviet 
influence everywhere, the Communist party is 
coming off a bad third as the returns are counted. 
Social Democrats and Christian Democrats to- 
gether appear to have polled about three-fourths 
of the total popular vote. Soviet distribution of 
food, coal and cigarettes in a manner reminiscent 
of Tammany Hall in its heyday didn’t pay off 
among the voters. 

Managers of American, British and French pol- 
icies in Germany should find much to think about 
in this. Democracy has a first-rate chance in 
Germany. If the Western occupiers will do their 
part in wise administration and control, the new 
generation of Germans does not need to fall be- 
fore either the blandishments or the sterner tac- 
tics of Communism. 
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Not Wholly Wasted 


After four weeks in which its power service 
has never been above 50 per cent of normal, 
Pittsburgh today has a full supply of electrical 
current. After inflicting endless inconvenience 
and financial losses running into hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, the independent union of em- 
ployes of the Duquesne Light Co. has accepted 
the same offer of arbitration that was extended 
before the strike was called. 

So now Pittsburgh families, instead of being 
on their honor to use only one light at night, can 
use aS Many as they need. Workers in some 300 
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factories, instead of having to work from mid- 
night to 7 a.m., when domestic demand for cur- 
rent is at a minimum, can work their usual shift. 
People can ride street cars and busses without 
fear of a revival of the sympathy strike which 
cut off this service for nearly two weeks. 

In brief, life in Pittsburgh, after being sharp- 
ly wrenched out of its groove, is back to normal. 
The workers have gained nothing they could not 
have gained without striking. But the experi- 
ence has not been wholly wasted. . 

Pittsburgh and the whole country have been 
taught a lesson—the lesson that in industries 
which vitally and directly affect the daily wel- 
fare of the people, labor relations cannot be left 
to the whim of either employer or the employes. :

The Real Estate Exchange does not participate 
in politics, says C. Earl Giraldin. Mr. Giraldin 
should know, because he is its president. -What’s 
more, said he, he would resign if it got in poli- 
tics. 

On high authority, the Exchange was not in 
politics when C. Earl Giraldin, 1945 President 
Louis Maginn and other members persuaded the 
Missouri House of Representatives to block the 
public housing bill, saying that if it didn’t, Fas- 
cistic Communism or Communistic Fascism would 
blight our fair land. It was not in politics when 
Cyrus Crane Willmore called the Wagner-Ellen- 
der-Taft bill the worst legislatian proposed since 
slave days and joined with other realtors at 
French Lick to plan how to kill that evil dragon. 
It is not in politics when members turn out to 
make mincéemeat of zoning ordinances. Now Louis 
Maginn and others of its faithful are raising 
money to help send favored candidates to Con- 
gress, but that isn’t politics, . 

All this is not political activity because it was 
not signed and sealed with whereases and be-it- 
resolveds in open meeting. Intervening in the 
congressional races isn’t politics because Mr. 
Giraldin says he didn’t even Know about it. The 
Real Estate Exchange is not in politics. And, 
by virtue of that fact, the Real Estate Exchange 
is a figment of the imagination and C. Ear] Giral- 
din never was its president; the sea is boiling 
hot and pigs do have wings. 
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Air Crashes and Congested Fields 


Worried aviation authorities in Washington 
are seeking an answer to the problem of air 
transport crashes, which have been occurring at 
the rate of about one a week since early Septem- 
ber. One basic problem is simply that aviation 
has far outgrown its ground facilities. That is 
true here in St. Louis, and has brought correc- 
tive measures at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

By a voluntary program, flying schools are 
moving their take-off and landing practice for 
their students from Lambert to outlying air- 
ports. This has reduced thé number of plane 
movements there by about half, which was an 
essential move to make way for the expanding 
airline business. In one year, the number of 
scheduled airline takeoffs at Lambert has in- 
creased from 50 to 77 a day, and use of the field 
by non-scheduled operators also has grown tre- 
mendously. 

The situation here is only a fraction of a na- 
tional problem, in which air terminals across the 
country have become inadequate. And Federal 
officers say that the latest radar and radio land- 
ing controls will only partially alleviate the dan- 
gers of the crowded airfields. 

In short, the answer is more room for planes. 
In St. Louis there are more planes than hangar 
space, and some valuable ships have had to be 
staked down outside hangars, exposed to the 
weather. The city must press the Lambert Field 
expansion program and recognize that the need 
for more secondary fields has become desperate, 
This is a requirement for the city’s aviation fu- 
ture as well as for air safety. :

Congress Can Take Pride 

The legislative research staff which is being 
assembled to assist it in its work should give 
Congress an unaccustomed cause for pride. It 
is being built up of men “who would be consid- 
ered prize additions to the faculty of any first- 
rate university,” writes George H. Hall from 
Washington. 

Congress had a reference service, in the Li- 
brary of Congress, before the LaFollette-Mon- 
roney reorganization bill was enacted, but it was 
inadequate. Some state legislatures were put- 
ting more emphasis on expert technical assistance 
than Congress itself, including those of Missou- 
ri, Kansas and Nebraska. 

The expanded technical reference service will 
not only enable Congress to function better. It 
will also reduce the irritation which Congress 
has so often felt toward the executive depart- 
ment because it has had to depend on that de- 
partment to a large extent for its own technical 
consultation. 

When the Eightieth Congress has had a chance 
to take pride in this improvement, may it feel 
inspired to enact more reforms-in which pride 
can be taken, by abolishing the seniority rule, 
doing away with filibuster in the Senate, de- 
mocratizing the House Rules Committee, and 
perhaps even taking steps to promote party re- 
sponsibility in the two Houses,

As a people we are pledged to give to our 
citizens the “blessings of liberty.” ‘This in- 
volves respect for the conscience. At times 
it appears that the duty to protect the state 
from enemies and the obligation to respect 
the conscience of the individual are irrecon- 
cilable. We enter here a realm of logical 
inconsistencies and interminable debate. 


I have never been able to accept the posi- 
tion that the pacifist has solved the moral 
problem by refusing to bear arms in a sit- 
uation such as man faced when Hitler at- 
tacked England. Responsibility for the re- 
sults of their Conduct must be borne by 
the man who uses force, and equally by the 
man who refuses to use it. 


A captain of a great liner that strikes an 
iceberg must close bulkhead doors to save 
the ship. Aboard are 4000 persons, 
ing the doors may mean that a hundred 
will be drowned, A pacifist friend insisted 
that if he were that captain he could not 
give the order. But his refusal to close 
them makes him responsible for the death 
of 3900, : 


A Question of Balance 


The whole question is so involved that 
discussion proves fruitless. It is wiser to 
strike the best balance we can, namely, to 
provide for the common defense, and pro- 
tect the conscientious objector. How? 


The Selective Training and Service Act 
sought to answer this question. Millions 
were called into military service. And a 
relatively small number, because of re- 
ligious training and belief, were given the 
privilege of an alternative service. 


It would appear that progress was made 
in striking a proper balance in this war, 
but that substantial improvement can be 
made in handling conscription in peace- 


_ time or in a future war. 


Were the Civilian Public Service camps 
provided for in the Selective Training and 
Service Act? They were not. The act pro- 
vided that those who would not participate 
in noncombatant service were to “be as- 
signed to work of national importance un- 
der civilian direction.” 

Much of the work was regarded by COs 
as lacking in importance, COs have used 
the strike to effect reform. The use of the 
strike by men pledged to change conditions 
by love is difficult to justify. The strike is 
a form of coercion, even though it consti- 
tutes a peaceful withdrawal of labor power. 


Treated as Criminals 


There should have been some way to 
avoid the imprisonment of more than 6000 
conscientious objectors in this country. 
England found a way. Perhaps there is no 
practical method of avoiding imprisonment 
in certain cases, Nevertheless, sentences 
more severe than for hardened criminals, 
the refusal of parole on terms a CO could 
accept, and the holding of COs in prison 
after hostilities are over and after amnesty 
has been granted former criminals re- 
leased to serve in the armed forces, are 
practices which should be eliminated from 
an enlightened democracy. 

The treatment of COs who served as non- 
combatants appears to have been gener- 
ally satisfactory, although the court-martial 
sentences of men who: claimed to be COs 
but somehow were in the Army and there 
refused to bear arms were very severe. 


From the experience of this war, what 


Clos- . 


propositions should guide us in present and 
future handling of the conscientious ob- 
jector? 

1, Democracies must respect the con- 
science of the individual citizen, A citi- 
zen who breaks, the law must suffer the 
penalty. However, when a citizen is con- 
vinced that law is morally wrong, the com- 
munity should do all in its power to make 
it possible for him to follow the dictates 
of his concience, For instance, a man who 
has conscientious objection to taking an 
oath in court is nevertheless allowed to 
testify. 


Respett for Conscience 


2. Conscientious objection to war should 
not be based upon religious training and 
belief alone. If a man is opposed on intel- 
lectual grounds, or humanitarian ideals, or 
even on grounds of philosophical anar- 
chism, I believe we should respect his con- 
science, 


3. Full responsibility for the classifica- 
tion and assignment of all men claiming to 
be COs should be vested in civilian boards. 


4. Noncombatant service should be made 
more attractive to the CO. This could be 
done by regulations forbidding a command- 
ing officer to assign any duty to such a 
person other than strictly noncombatant 
service, 

5. For those who cannot undertake non- 
combatant service, alternative service of 
national importance should be provided. 
This should be under civilian administra- 
tion throughout, and should not be admin- 
istered by the churches, It would appear 
that there are enough services to keep all 
COs busy at socially valuable work and 
eliminate the necessity for camps. 


6. COs would seem to be entitled to sup- 
port. similar to the soldier's, with family al- 
lowances. All men who serve as noncom- 
batants or in alternative service have been 
drafted by the people, Noncombatants in 
the Army did receive such support; we 
deal here with but a small group in alter- 
native service. We should not penalize con- 
science by starving the objector, 


No Place for Cowards 


7. Conscience must be no protection for 
cewards. All attempts to avoid military 
service by claims that are not sincere 
should be dealt with severely. 

8. COs who strike should face the same 
discipline a soldier would face if he struck. 
COs should not ask for or receive special 
privileges. They should be willing to face 
some of the hardships borne by the soldier. 


9. COs should try to avoid the holier- 
than-thou attitude. This is all too often 
present, perhaps unconsciously but none 
the less offensively. Belligerent pacifism is 
really a contradiction in terms, 


10. There is only One final answer to the 
question of conscientious objection to war. 
That is the creation of a warless world in 
which law and order have supplanted inter- 
national anarchy, power has been brought 
under democratic control, and justice estab- 
lished by democratic process, It is in this 
struggle that conscientious participator and 
conscientious objector can unite,

With never more than 100,000 men whe 
were always inadequately armed, Mikhailo- 
vitch knew the Chetniks could not wage 
open warfare against planes, tanks, mae 
chine guns and unlimited men. Therefore, 
after spying out locations of the enemy, 
these patriots would sweep down the moun- 
tains under cover of darkness, usually when 
their foes were asleep, destroy airdromes, 
blast bridges and storm troop headquarters, 
In these daring raids, the Chetniks cap- 
tured most of the munitions they used. 

One small shipment of fighting equip 
ment reached the Chetniks from the United 
States early in the war. Aboard one of 
the three submarines that fetched it was 
Mark Stevens, a young American 
whose father was born in Serbia, Stevens, 
who could speak the Chetnik language, de 
cided to remain with them until the sub 
marines could maké another voyage te 
America and return, He became so enam- 
ored of the Chetniks that he agreed to 
wage war as one of them, It was he whe

ment, the Paris Peace Conference has bowed itself out. The ball 
remains where it always was—snugly in the hands of four large 


accomplished—and some of that 


frankly bad. Nothing much could be accomplished. For this was 


not a true peace conference, 


It was an attempt by the Big Four to 


persuade or bludgeon seventeen other countries into accepting Big 


Four decisions. 


It was a half-hearted attempt 
for it wags concerned with periph- 
eral matters and n*t with the cen- 
tral problems of peace-making but 
with the secondary ones. Because 
these were peripheral and sec- 
ondary, they were supposed to be 
easier of solution. This has turned 
out to be a mistake. 


The Paralyzing Veto. 


Some Americans (and certain 
newspapers) are much concerned. 
Even Mr. Sumner Welles quotes 
with approval the “revelation” 
made by Field Marshal Smuts of 
South Africa—“A cleavage has 
been revealed which may bode ill 
for the future of world peace.” 

This—with apologies to two emi- 
nent men—is tosh. The cleavage 
is there all right. But nothing 
has been “revealed” that has not 
been apparent since 1944. ‘ 

Even Mr. Molotov's final “icy 
lecture,” which seems so ominous 
to the New York Herald Tribune, 
contains nothing new. Admitted, 
“Russia can paralyze any future 
solution to which she does not vol- 
wntarily agree.” For two reasons, 
first because Soviet armies are 
holding down the areas in ques- 
tion and second, because of the 
big-power veto conferred upon 
“Russia by Mr. Roosevelt. For the 
last two years the Soviets have 
collected steadily while paralyzing 
every collective move not in their 
favor. 


_ Mr. Byrnes Learns. 


There is even nothing new in 
Yugoslavia’s waking out of the 
Paris meeting. Recently, the Sov- 
iet Union, in the person of Mr. 
Gromyko, walked out of the Secur- 
ity Council meeting in equal dis- 
dain of good manners and political 


usage. 

The point is, the United States 
possesses a similar veto—and Mr. 
Byrnes has been using it at Paris. 
This is why the Soviets and their 
proteges are screaming. They 
have been counting on Mr. Molo- 
tov out-bluffing and out-sitting 
Mr. Byrnes. A year ago, after a 
firm show of resistance in London, 
Mr. Byrnes collapsed and went to 
Moscow bearing concessions. It is 
Mr. Byrnes’ failure to collapse at 
Paris that annoys the Kremlin 
now. 

Fortunately, Mr. Byrnes has 
learned a thing or two in the last 
twelve months, He assumed the 
difficult office of Secretary of 
State in blissful ignorance of in- 


ternational affairs. Like most 


Americans, he was particularly 
ignorant of the real (as distin- 
guished from the legendary) Sov- 
iet Union, 


Back Where We Were. 


But Mr, Byrnes is intelligent. 
It did not take him long to ascer- 
tain that Russian Bolsheviks are 
not “just like other folks.” Mr. 
Byrnes discovered that they are 
fanatics, with a passionate and 
fatalistic belief in the rightness 
and inevitability of their own 
world triumph. Short of complete 
surrender, they are insatiable, 

The Paris failure puts the situ- 
ation approximately back to where 
it was a year ago. 

After the deadlock at London a 
year ago I urged Mr. Byrnes to 
relax. For if it comes to a com- 
petitive hold-out, most of the ad. 
vantages are on our side. 

To begin with, every day further 
weakens the myth of Soviet “lib- 
eration” of previously “oppressed” 
countries. It is now being realized 
that Moscow liberates as a fox 
liberates hen-houses, 

Second, Russia is really in need 
of assistance from without, The 
United States, needing no assis- 
tance, is alone in a position to 
give it. 


A Game Two Can Play. 


Finally, Mr. Molotov’s somewhat 
imprudent announcement that at 
the coming Big-Four meeting Rus- 
sia is going to ask for changes 
in decisions previously agreed up- 
on is a two-edged weapon. It of- 
fers Mr. Byrnes a golden oppor- 
tunity to do the same thing. 

He should insist on something 
better for Italy than the “French 
line” at Trieste. Here is a chance 
to correct a mistake. The same 
with the Potsdam decisions con- 
cerning Russian reparations. For 
if Moscow again goes back on its 
word, then all bets are off. 

But what about Europe? What 
about world recovery? What 
about peace? 

The answer is that in the long 
run, Europe, the world and peace 
will be best served not by a policy 
of feeding an insatiable bear but 
by keeping the bear’s weight down 
to normal. 

To accomplish this, as the New 
Leader (New York) put it in a 
recent editorial, “The policy of the 
United States must be just as bold, 
firm and clear as the policy of the 
Soviet Government.” 

Mr. Byrnes should try sitting 
tight for a while,

Strange Case of 


Gerhard Eisler 


OUIS BUDENZ’S denunciation of Gerhard Eisler, alias Hans 


Berger, as the “agent of the 


Kremlin who directs Communist 


activity in the United States,” raises an important question— 
who are Mr. Eisler’s friends in, or with influence upon, the American 


State Department? 


For one thing said by Mr. | 
Budenz may be misleading. Eisler, 
(or Berger) was not an unknown 
figure. He was a well-known Ger- 
man Communist whose interna- 
tional activities in the conspira- 
torial underworld of Communist 
politics must have been known to 
those intelligence services charged 
to keep track of such things. He 
entered this country in 1941 with- 
out more than a transit visa, for- 
bidding him even to land on 
United States soil, after having 
been interned for two months on 
Ellis Island by the FBI. 


Questionable Entry. 


After Eisler left Germany for 
Paris, the Russo-German pact was 
made, and thereafter the role of 
the Communists was everywhere 
obscure. In France, they were 
openly defeatist, a fact that put 
most German refugees — Jews, 
Communists, or otherwise—into an 
ambivalent situation after war 
broke out. 

Eisler was interned in France at 
the outbreak of war, but, accord- 
ing to the Daily Worker, was 
freed when he obtained a Mexican 
visa. Now, to get into the United 
States without a proper visa is 
difficult indeed, and for a known 
member of a Communist party, is 
impossible, on merely a transit 


visa, 

Who pulled strings in the State 
Department to permit him to re- 
turn to his native city of Leipzig 
in the Russian zone? He was to 
have sailed Friday, undoubtedly to 
advise with the Russians and the 
German Communists regarding 
the American strategy to be pur- 
sued by Communists here. 


Doing the Impossible. 


While here, according to the 
Daily Worker, he helped edit “The 
German American,” described as 
an “anti-Nazi"” paper, published in 
New York in the German lan- 
guage. “The German American” 
is the organ of German Commu- 
nists in the United States and is 
vehemently “anti” every Ameri- 
can and German who does not toe 
the party line. 

It is exceedingly difficult for a 
German refugee, ever active in 
German politics, to get permission 
to return to Germany. That in- 
cludes Germans who were con- 
epicuously anti-Nazi before and 


to American principles of free 
democracy. Mr. Eisler succeeds 
where others fail, and only a last- 
minute investigation by the FBI 
holds him up. 


Look Up the Record. 


Mr. Truman, recalling the Ca- 
nadian case, had better undertake 
a thorough screening of both the 
State and War Departments, and 
of such organizations as the Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee. As 
for Mr, Eisler, the record of his 
answers to the questions of the 
immigration authorities should be 
investigated, for they must be 
false. He probably belongs in the 
clink, and certainly not in the 
position of liaison between Ger- 
man and American Communists, 
and between both and the Krem- 
lin, 

The Russo-German pact dis- 
persed the German Communists 
westward, there to await the clar- 
ification of the international sit- 
uation, and stand by for further 
orders. The German Communist 
party always furnished some of 
the most competent international 
agents. They played a large role 
in the Spanish Civil War, and were 
and are active in China and 
throughout Asia. 

They hold positions of power 
and influence today in France, 
sometimes under French names. 


Live and Learn. 


And they are active in the Unit- 
ed States. If Gerhard Eisler 
(Hans Berger) is investigated, so 
should be his brother Hans, who 
is tightly connected with Commu- 
nist circles now. Most German 
Communists deny they ever were, 
yet one can meet in their homes 
from time. to time international 
OGPU agents of long standing 
who are apparently able to move 
in and out of this country at will. 

If facts or rumors about Com- 
munist plots reach us from the ex- 
Communists, easily called rene- 
gades, who else has ever penetrated 
the torturous mazes and infinitely 
interlocking and yet separated 
hierarchies of that remarkable se- 
cret society, calljag itself a 
“party,” and serving ‘a powerful 
and expanding state? 

Mr. Wallace is not the only in- 
nocent abroad at home in a world 
which his background and exper- 
ience make him incapable of un- 
derstanding.

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NEW YORK, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
Timid purchasing of steels gave 
the stock market a_ selectively 
brighter look today although many 
leaders were unresponsive and 
dealings exceptionally slow.

DETAILS OF SOVIET 
MASTER PLAN FOR 
KOREA’ DISCLOSED 


Document Contemplated 
Training Half Million 
Persons for Rule by 
Leftists. 


SEOUL, Oct. 21 (AP) — United 
States military sources today dis- 
closed excerpts from a document 
titled “Joint Soviet-Communist 
Master Plan for Korea” directing 
how a half million Koreans with 
proper training could become 60 
effective they could in time bring 
about a government “as far to 
the left as possible.” 

Authorship of the paper was 
not disclosed. Responsible sources 
classed it as “completely reliable” 
and said its existence had been 
known to the Americans since last 
year. 

Presumably the word “Commu- 
nist” in the title referred to the 
Korean Communists. 

Disclosure of the document 
came coincident with reports of 
fresh disorders in south Korea 
which the United States com- 
mandant, Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge, 
has attribued to “agitators from 
the outside.” | 

The paper directed that 500,000 
Koreans be given military train- 
ing in the army, police organiza- 
tions and schools of north Korea 
(now under Russian jurisdiction), 
then “as many as possible” be in- 
filtrated into government agencies 
of south Korea (under American 
control). 

Meantime, under the plan, the 
Communists of south Korea would 
strive for power, Then, when the 
time was ripe, such influence 
would be exerted that the right 
wing would be willing to compro- 
mise in establishment of a govern- 
ment far to left of present pro- 
portions. 

American military headquarters 
reported that a mob yesterday at- 
tacked the police station at 
Paeckchom, a village west of 
Kaijo, in the United States zone 
just south of Russian-occupied 
north Korea, killing the chief, two 
policemen and two civilians. The 
attack resembled earlier disorders 
in the Taikyu area of southeast

The employers recog- 
nize that the union leader has to 
get wage increases to meet the 
needs of the workers; they recog- 
nize that the workers won't go 
for peaceful methods for resolv- 
ing disputes if other union leaders 
get far greater increases through 
strikes than he does. At the same 
time, the union leader knows that 
management must make money to 
stay in business and maintain em- 
ployment. They’re mutually cir- 
cumspect, not suspicious, about 
the other fellow’s problems. And 


» That, I believe, will be the de- 
velopment in other industries—in 
steel, in automobiles, in electrical 
equipment, in shipping, and so on. 
But management and labor in 
those industries have still ground 
rules to work out; they still have 
to recognize one another’s prob- 
lems and functions.

Penicillin as 
Aid Before 
Operation

HEN the usual, time-proved 

remedy for a disease becomes 

impossible because of some 
complication in the patient’s con- 
dition, it is up to the doctor to 
improvise. That is, when prevent- 
ed from using the best treatment, 
he must still find another which 
will serve. Sometimes such a 
search results in a valuable medi- 
cal discovery. 

One such case, recently reported 
by Dr. Randeiph Rosenthal of 
New York, may point the way to 
a new treatment for acute gall- 
bladder infection, which so often 
develops in those over 40, partic- 
ularly women who are overweight 
and inactive. This condition is 
known as cholecystitis. 

x *« *®& 

USUALLY in cholecystitis there 
is severe pain over the right upper 
part of the abdomen. Muscles in 
this area are tender and sore, and 
patients are plagued with vomit- 
ing and excessive gas formation 
in the bowel. 

The exact cause of this disease 
is unknown, though a number of 
different germs are thought to 
play a part in producing it. How- 
ever that may be, the usual treat- 
ment is to cut out the diseased 
gallbladder by surgery. 

Sometimes, unfortunately, this 
life-saving, health-restoring opera- 
tion cannot be performed because 
the patient may also be suffering 
from another condition—heart or 
kidney disease—which would make 
operation extremely dangerous, or 
even fatal, 

In the case reported by Dr. 
Rosenthal, the patient was already 
suffering from Addison’s disease 
when she suddenly developed an 
acute oo. infection. 

* * 


ADDISON’S DISEASE is a con- 
dition due to lack of secretion from 
the adrenal glands located above 
the kidney. When the gallbladder 
infection developed the patient's 
condition became critical and op- 
eration was impossible. As a last 
resort he began treating the pa- 
tient with injections of penicillin 
into a vein. Three hours after the 
penicillin treatment was begun the 
patient felt better and' within three 
or four days her ner gp seep had 
returned to normal and the gall- 
bladder infection had subsided. 

Thus it would seem that in some 
cases of acute gallhbjadder infection 

be of some value in 
relieving the condition tempora- 
rily, depending on the germs 
which are causing the infection. 

There are some germs which are 
sensitive to the action of penicillin 
and are therefore destroyed or 
made harmless by the penicillin 


‘while others are not and it is not 


possible in gallbladder infection to 
tell prior to operation just what 
ogee are producing the difficulty. 

would seem that in those cases 
of acute cholecystitis or gallblad- 
der infections in which operation 
cannot be immediately performed 
treatment with penicillin given by 
mouth or by injection might be 

worth trying.

AVY beans must be treated 

with respect if they yield all 

the good there is in them and 
their flavor and food value is 
abundant and excellent. There is 
considerable variation in the 
structure and size of navy beans 
and sometimes the same variety 
grown in the same locality varies 
from year to year if the condi- 
tions of growth have been abnor- 
mal. They are harder and tough- 
er when grown in a dry season 
than when there is a normal 
amount of moisture. As a rule, 
normally matured beans do not re- 
quire soaking before cooking, but 
cooking must be done at simmer- 
ing temperature in a tightly cov- 
ered kettle to cook to that very 
tender stage where they are best, 
This tender stage is hard for 
cooks inexperienced in bean 
cookery to appreciate. When 
done, beans should be so soft that 
they will readily mush up if given 
very slight pressure with a fork.

On Children?

OUNGSTERS being my first 

interest, I have been reading a 

lot about juvenile delinquency. 
And how it all comes from too 
much pressure in this modern 
Rfe—too high a tension. 

And I’m wondering. Is there too 
much pressure, or is there too 
little? 

‘I remember the days when I 
was a kid. They weren't so far 
back and they are fairly signifi- 
cant because they were the days 
in which our American way of 
life was being molded. They rep- 
resented the standards of our 
founders, of those brave men and 
women who dared to dream and 
create a new and better path for 
the human spirit. 

I’m remempering those days and 
as far as I can remember there 
was plenty of pressure, Pressure 
all around us with us kids in the 
middle kicking like young broncos 
against the discipline and re- 
straint. 

Pressure—we ate it three times 
a day under a sermonizing spoon. 
Pressure—from every snooping 
neighbor and every gabby friend. 
Pressure—from the pulpit twice 
on Sunddy. Pressure—social pres- 
sure all around us ... close as 
the air... holding us in. Pressure 
of public opinion—there was some- 
thing you were never free from 
back in the 80s. It haunted you. 
It enveloped you, It stamped you 
into a standard mold from which 
you were never again to be free.

AND, MIND YOU, I’m not talk- 
ing about the effete east where 
convention had been long estab- 
lished. I’m referring to thé wild 
west where I was born and where 


' social pressure was as tough as a 


branding iron. They didn’t fuss 
about many things in those 
frontier days but when they did 
fuss you retained the scgrs. You 
knew that certain things were 
right and certain things were 
wrong. You might do, and prob- 
ably did do, a little unconventional 
cutting up but beyond that there 
was a steel that branded you to 
the core. 

Public opinion and public pres- 
gure were something to be reck- 
oned with when this nation was 
getting under way. 

You've heard about the deep sea 
creatures that disintegrate if 
brought to the surface. They dis- 
integrate because the pressure is 
removed. They have lived, for 
their brief lives, under the weight 
of the seven seas and when you 
bring them to the top they go 
pfft.

SOMETIMES I WONDER if 
that isn’t the trouble these days. 
We are seeing plenty of people 
who are going pfft, in various 
ways... youngsters of 14 murder- 
ing their parents and their play- 
mates... torturing, stealing, com- 
mitting degenerate horrors. Never 
in our history have we known of 
sO much or so young degeneracy. 

Well, what’s the answer? Is it 
because they’ve had too much 
pressure or too little? Do they 
still need some of the public opin- 
ion that held you and me together 
when we were youngsters and 
kept us from going berserk? 

Should we stop bothering so 
much about the young and begin 
to study the adult delinquents?

Pressure. Pressure of public 
opinion. We tossed it off with a 
grand gesflire back in the 20s. 
Maybe we're paying for that grand 
gesture now. Maybe we need some 
of that pressure that used to keep 
us within bounds lest we degener- 
ate morally. It’s an idea.

“Heirloom.” 


Today an heirloom may be a 
chair, a painting, jewelry. Rare- 
ly does it include a loom. That, 
however, is what it invariably 
used to be. 

“Heirloom” is a relic of the 
days when the family wearing 
apparel and the household linen 
were home-made, manufactured 
upon the family loom,: which was, 
therefore, the most prized posses- 
sion in the home. 

So important was the loom that 
its bequeathal was regulated by 
law. It constituted a legacy in 
which the entire family line was 
entitled to share, so that it had 
to be handed down from one gen- 
eration to the next. It was the 
“heirloom.” $ 

With the passage of the home- 
handicraft stage of industry, the 
family loom lost in importance, 
but the term “heirloom” gained 
in significance—it came to em- 
brace not only this instrument 
but any article of such excep- 
tional value as to merit retention 
in the family, from one genera- 
tion to another. 


Repays Loan to a Fund 


Left by Former Slave 


Lt. Col. Theophilus Mann, 
Holder of Two Battle 
Stars, Returns to Illingis 
Village With $1000 
Thanks.

HE 82-year-old fund left. by a 

freed slave for the education of 

members of his race was re- 
plentished by more than $1000 last 
Sunday in a ceremony at the vil- 
lage of Otterville, in Jersey coun- 
ty, Illinois. 

An officer of the United States 
Army stepped from a small group 
to a position before the monument 
of Dr. Silas Hamilton and handed 
a check to William Dougherty, 91- 
yearpld member of the board of 
trustees of the George Washing- 
ton Educational Fund. 

The setting was emblematic of 
the whole story of inter-racial 
good will which was marked in 
1864 by the erection of the monu- 
ment of a former master by the 
Negro, George Washington, who 
had been bought as a boy from a 
Virginia planter. 

The Army officer who presented 
the check was Lt. Col. Theophilus 
Mann of Chicago, now on terminal 
leave after more than five years’ 
service with the armed forces. He 
was born in Springfield, Ill., Feb. 
5, 1902, the son of Mrs. Grace Ann 
Dyer Mann and the late Jesse 
Mann. 

Following his graduation from a 
Springfield high school, the boy 
was eager for higher education, 
He wanted to study law, but lacked 
the necessary funds with which 
to pursue his ambition, Learning 
of the George Washington Educa- 
tional Fund he came to Jerseyville 
to apply for assistance. Mann was 
one of those approved by the 
board of trustees, and he entered 
the University of Illinois in the 
fall of 1923. In 1927 he was grad- 
uated from the law school there. 

In 1928 he began practicing law 
in Chicago with the firm of 
Horris, Casher & Dickerson, Later, 
he became affiliated in bar prac- 
tice with State Senator William 
FE. King of Chicago and was in 
this association when he entered 
the armed forces in January 1941. 
He was separated from the armed 
forces last week and will resume 
his former law association with 
Senator King. 

Standing before the Hamilton 
‘monument, Col. Mann delivered 
the check’in repayment of his edu- 
cation, 

“At the time, I came to Jersey 
county to obtain assistance from 
the George Washington Educa- 
tional Fund,” Col. Mann said, “the 
late Judge Harry L. Chapman was 
president of the board of trus- 
tees. There was one thing he told 
us that cut me deeper than any- 
thing else. He stated that the 
money was being given us for our 
educational purposes with no 
strings attached, and he remarked 
that up to that time, 1923, no 
one had ever repaid any of the 
loans. 

“That statement cut me deeply 
and I resolved that I would repay 
the money being advanced to me, 
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LIEUT. COL, THEOPHILUS MANN, REPAYING A LOAN ADVANCED 
20 YEARS AGO FOR HIS EDUCATION. RECEIVING THE CHECK IS 
WILLIAM DOUGHERTY, ONE OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ENDOWMENT 
LEFT BY A FORMER SLAVE FOR THE: SCHOOLING OF MEMBERS. OF 
HIS RACE. THE MONUMENT IN THE BACKGROUND WAS ERECTED 
BY THE EX-SLAYE TO THE MEMORY OF HIS FORMER MASTER, DR, 

SILAS HAMILTON OF OTTERVILLE, ILL. 


As soon as I could do so, I took 
out a 20-year policy for $1000, pay- 
able to the George Washington 
Educational Fund with the deter- 
mination that whether I lived or 
died, the money would be paid 
back. Today, I am handing the 
trustees the insurance company 
check for $1002.50, which is in ex- 
cess of what I received from the 
fund. I am doing this to make 
it possible for others to still ob- 
tain higher education through this 
same fund, and in the hope others 
who have received its benefits may 
do the same.” 

Col. Mann's last assignment has 
been as a member of the special 
War Department clemency pro- 
gram, and he assisted in handling 
5000 cases assigned to this review- 
ing board. Col. Mann wears two 
battle stars for service in the 
Battle of Northern France and 
the Battle of the Rhineland.

HE history of the George 

Washington Fund is unique in 

the annals of inter-racial rela- 
tions. It is tied up closely with 
the life of Dr. Hamilton, one of the 
early settlers of the Otterville vi- 
cinity. Dr. Hamilton, who was born 
in Vermont, was bitterly opposed to 
slavery. In 1820 he went to Missis- 
sippi for the express purpose of 
establishing a model plantation. 
He hoped by his example to per- 
suade other planters to follow his 
lead of tolerance, 

Ten years later he abandoned 
the project and brought his slaves 
to Ohio, where he freed them. 
Three of them, George Washing- 
ton and a manand wife, came with 
Dr. Hamilton to Otterville, where 
a section of land had been pur- 
chased, 

Dr. Hamilton had acquired 
George Washington from a Vir- 
Zinia planter named Washington 
during the time of his Mississippi 
experiment, On a trip to his home 
state, he had passed a Virginia 
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plantation and was attracted . to 
the boy, whose mother had been. 
sold down south. The child was 
grieving so that his master feared 
he would die. Hamilton bought 
the boy for $100 and took him to 
Mississippi, where he finally be- 
came reconciled to the loss of his 
mother, 

Dr. Hamilton died at Otterville 
in 1834 and in his will left a fund 
for establishment and maintenance 
of a free school. This schoo] was 
built and became known as the 
Hamilton Primary School, the first 
free school of its kind in Illinois. 


George Washington continued 
to live in the community, where 
he won the esteem and friendship 
of its citizens. He was a member 
of the Baptist Church and often 
led the singing. He taught a Sun- 
day School class. William Dough- 
erty, member of the present board 
of trustees of the fund, still re- 
members George Washington, who 
died in 1864, 

When Washington died his will 
provided $1500 for the erection of 
a monument to his former master, 
Dr. Hamilton, The residue of his 
estate was to be converted into 
cash to establish a fund for the 
education of worthy members of 
his own race, ~ 

The provisions of the will were 
carried out. The Hamilton monu- 
ment at Otterville stands today as 
one of the few memorials erected 
by a slave to the memory of his 
master. The educational fund 
was established and _ increased 
through judicious handling 
through the years. Many boys 
and girls of African descent have 
received higher education as a re- 
sult of its help.

As he said later (with consider- 
able bitterness), South “felt like 
a sissy” when he went to only a 
small slam after North’s cue bid 
in the opponents’ suit.. That, how- 
ever, was what he said after he 
had gone down a trick at the 
“oonservative” six-heart contract! 

West, duly impressed by North’s 
control-showing bid, opened the 
diamond jack, and thereby estab- 
lished a diamond trick for his side 
before South could set up clubs. 

Thus, as may be seen, North’s 
bid was bad in more ways than 
one. It not only misled South as 
to the general strength he would 
find opposite him, but simultane- 
ously it warned the enemy away 
from the opening lead, a spade, 
which would have allowed South 
to make a small! slam. 

A cue bid in the opponents’ 
suit is not used by experts to 
show merely the first-round con- 
trol of that suit—it is virtually 
worthless on that sole basis, It 
is used for the dual purpose of 
announcing control and a strong 
supporting hand, Le, strong not 
only distributionally but in high 
cards, It is true that North had 
good support for hearts, but a 
hand containing only two kings 
and one queen—a total of i1-plus 
honor-tricks—can scarcely be re- - 
garded as containing many high ~~ 
cards! The utter lack of aces, 
for one thing, ruled out the imme- 
diate cue bid. North’s hand was 
worth a simple free raise to two 
hearts!
